Cowes, Feb. 1.—With grand, yet 


mournful, display of naval pomp and 
power, the body of Queen Victoria 
was borne this afternoon from its 
quiet resting place in Osborne house 
to Portsmouth, by part of England's 
navy. Not since Admiral Cerveia's 
ships lit up the Cuban coast with 
their self-consuming fires has any- 
thing been seen which in tragic 
"Splendor approached the naval spec- 


of today. The half-hundred ;ed 


ships that thjs afternoon 


fired fcfcveir broadsides and minute 
guns wer« inferior in strength to the 
forces gathered in the same waters 
for the jubilt^ celebration, but the 
lack of foraidableness was fully 
atoned for by the solemnity of this 
fleet in mourning. 


Over the still waters, between the 


roll of the six-pounders, came strams 
of Chopin's and Beethoven's funeral 
marches. The crews, accustomed to 
cheer with the heartiness which be- 
longs only to "Jackies," stood silent- 
ly along the decks, and the flags 
which usually float defiantly in the 
breeze, drooped half way down the 
halyards. 


MOTTBNFUL BOOM OF GUNS. 
The most powerful fleet England 


could gather on short notice lay inflrt 
and silent, save for the mournful 
strains of the bands and the woeful 
sound of guns that betokened neither 
peace nor war, but death. 


Past these, past the Hohenzollern, 


the huge though cumbersome Cam- 
perdown, the Bodney and the Ben- 
bow, 
on through the line of British 


battleships, all as powerful on paper 
as the Oregon or Kentucky; still on, 
till the Japanese Hatzuse, the biggest 
warship in the world, was left astern, 
and the German Baden was beam to 
beam with Vice Admiral Sir Harry 
Holdsworth Uaw son's splendid flag- 
ship, the Majestic, of the Channel 
squadron, the naval procession slow- 
ly steamed. 
Ahead were eight de- 


stroyers, and seldom have these 
speedy craft drawn their long black 
hulls so sluggishly through the 
water. 


Steaming leisurely after them was 


the royal 
yacht 
Alberta, 
half 


screened by the awning on the poop, 
the royal coffin placed on a crimson 
dias, the curtains of which were 
drawn back and tied to four poles, 
leaving free to view the magnificent 
casket and robes. Sometimes abeam, 
sometimes ahead, was the Trinity 
house yacht Irene, watching the 
course, while in the wake of the coffin 
came the royal yacht Victoria and 
Albert, with King Edward and Queen 
Alexandra and the English *oyal 
family; the royal yacht OsborSfi, with 
other royal personages; the imperial 
yacht Hohenzollern, with Emperor 
William, the duke and duchess of 
Connaught and others; the admiralty 
yacht Enchantress, and a Trinity 
house yacht with officials on board. 


The main squadron of battleships 


and cruisers were moored two and a 
half cables apart, in one line, extend- 
ing from Cowes to Spithead, 


The Channel fleet, under the com- 


mand of Vice Admiral Sir Harry 
Holdsworth Rawson, formed the east- 
ern portion, and the reserve fleet, 
under Bear Admiral Sir Gerard 
Henry Noel, formed the western por- 
tion.

moored southwest of the

ships, in the order of their arrival, 
and alongside of them were moored 
eight British gunboats, the Antelope,

berta, with her attendant escort, 
steamed along the deep channel be- 
tween the coast of tl|e Isle of Wight 
and the single line of battleships and 
cruisers.

BURNING OF WICKE FACTORY 


FIREMEN HAD HARD BATTLE 


WITH FIRE AND FROST. 


BIG BLAZE

COATES OPERA HOUSE BURNS IN 


KANSAS CITY. 


New York, Feb .1.—The extent of 


the destruction wrought by the con- 
flagtration which destroyed nearly a 
whole block of buildings at Thirty- 
first street and First avenue last 
night -with 'a loss of $1,500,000 could 
be better appreciated when day 
dawned this anoraing. The huge fac- 
tory of the William Wicke company 
was almost level with t&e ground. 
Contractor Joseph Cody, of the build* 
ing ^etpartment, witih a fore? of one 
hundred men, ha'd labored tft the 
ruins all night pulling down danger- 
ous sections of wall. 


At 7 o'clock this morning- 
they 


were at work cm a portion of the wa:.« 
at Thirty-first Street and First ave- 
nue which looked like a big chimney 
as it stood -alons and threatened to 
fall at fcny moment Other propeiiy 
destroyed was the six-story factory 
building, Nos. 404, 406 and 408 East 
Thirty-second street; the five-story 
tenement art 546 and 548 First ave- 
nue; tSis five-story teneonont at 403 
East Thirty-first 
street; Jackson's 


iron foundry extending from 
402 


East Thirty-first street to the liver 
and a two-story brick building on 
Thirty-fliBt street, occupied by the 
Swift Diessed Beef company, 


The property partiaflly 
destroyed 


includes the tenements at 550 and 
552 First avenue, 520 and 524 First 
aveavue. 


Abcut seventy families were ren- 


dered homeless by tihe burning1 or 
the tenements. 


Eockhout's lumber yard 
on tile 


north sftde of Thirtieth street, be- 
tween First avenue an'd the river, 
was dtoill burning seriously at T 
o'clock this morning-, but the firemen 
with three powerful streams from 
the fire boat David A. Boody and two 
streams from emgine 16 were able to 
keep the flam-as from extending fur- 
ther at that point. 


Fire Chief Oroker today repeated 


the statement (he made I'ast night 
to the effetct that he believed the fire 
was caused by aa explosion of chem- 
icals in the "Wicke factory. 


He -was informed that a w&itdhman 


lia'd gone into tihe vault dn the cellar 
witlh a ligfht <an<d 'that the vault con- 
tained the 
explosives. The chief 


added that he did not know what b<ud 
become of the watchman or who fcc 
was. 
When asked if 'tflie explosion 


that started tHre conflagration might 
licit have been caused by illuminat- 
ing gas getting into tihe cellar from 
a gas main, Chief Cro-ker said tftiat it 
was possible, tout the did not think 
illuminating1 ga$ was responsible far 
the fire. 


Tj|| Avenue C and Belt line- cars 


•were still Mocke'd this morning and 
probably will be prevented from run- 
ning over that portion of the route 
the greater part of the day. 


One of tihe features of tflie fire was 


the 'damage suffered by the fire ae- 
partment to its apparatus, 
Engine 


21 was almost completely wrecked 
as it stood at the hydrant in front 
of the burning huilding. Water 
toweir Ko. 3, which /had been- placed 
in position in front of the burning 
factory, was also badly damaged and 
will have to be entirely overhauled 
before it o<m be used. 


Engine 33, on its way to the lire, 


collided with a car at Fourteenth

Wayne Township Most Expensive in 


State Save One—Pay* Almost 


as Much as Indianapolis. 


The eleventh annual report of the 


state board of charities i& at hand 
Aftd fiom it some interesting statis- 
tics can be gleaned. Allen county, 
for instance, gives relief ta a greater 
number; of poor th$n any county in- 
the state, one out of ^every forty-eight 
being on the pension list, 
Wayne- 


township pays out more money to 
sustain its poor than any township 
in the state except Centre township^ 
Marion . county 
(Indianapolis).; 


Wayne township last year paid out 
$9,012*34, 
while Centre township, 


Marion county, with four times the 
population, paid only $9,448.81, a 
difference of $436. Speaking of the 
various townships in whkn the prin- 
cipal cities of the stato aie situated, 
and referring to them by the names 
of the cities, Evansville, larger than 
Fort Wayne, paid only $1,795.56; 
Terre Haute, with almost as great a 
population as Fort 
Wayne, paid 


$3,208.36; South Bend, $2,066.74, 
and Logansport, $171,21. A few 
years ago the larger proportion in 
Wayne township was paid in cash, 
n 1899 over $6,000 out of a total 
of about $10,000 bsing in money, 
Trustee Schirmeyer has cut; off

arge number of cash customers and 
now issues orders only for supplies, 
except in special cases* Things had 
reached such a stage that persons 
would come to the trustee's office reg- 
ularly on the first of each month for 
Iheir check, just the same as regu- 
nir pensioners.

STEVE BRODIE'S LIFE ENDS 


FAMOUS BOWEBY CHARACTER 


DIES IN TEXAS. 


He Made a Fortune By His Feats of 


Bridge Jumping—Had Been 


an Actor. 


San Antonio, Texas, Feb. 1, 


Bridge Jumper Steve Brodie died in 
the White house here last night from 
consumption, after a long illness. He 
was unconscious for several hours be- 
fore thfe end came and never rallied to 
recognize his family and friends who 
waited at his bedside. 


He came here .several weeks ago 


for his health, but it was too late for 
the climate to be of any benefit. 
After the arrival of his daughter he 
seemed to rally and never gave up, 
passing into unconsciousness with "a 
determination not to die. 


He expressed the wish that he 


wanted to be buried in New York. 
His body will probably be sent there. 


Steven Brodie was born on the 


Bowery in New York city three days 
after his father had been killed in a 
street brawl* He became a newsboy 
while still of tender age, and be 
tween editions he practiced jumping 
from ships and masts into New York 
harbor, earning pennies by his feat?. 
In July. 1886, he had lost a fortune 
of over $6,000 on race tracks and in 
other betting games and was penni- 
less. 


Then, with the consent of his wife, 


he jumped from the Brooklyn bridge 
into the East river, 142 feet below, 
earning a large puise and a reputa- 
tion that brought him wealth. He 
became a bridge jumper, making1 0112 
leap of 212 feet; politician, and later 
an actor in a play written for him 
called **0n the Bowery/" - Se -was 
known all over the country and al- 
ways signed his name Steve Brodie, 
B. J. His home was in New York.

Wayne in the form of voluntary sub- 
criptions to the capital slock of the 
ssociation. This makes every sub* 
criber a part owner of the building, 
nd it is believed it will be a solvent 
nstitution, not only paying its own 
way and perhaps affording some net 
arrdngs for dividends, but also se- 
uring great benefits to the city and 
very citizen.

FAMOUS BOWERY CHARACTER 


DIES IN TEXAS. 


He Made a Fortune By His Feats of 


Bridge Jumping—Had Been 


an Actor.

Bridge Jumper Steve Brodle died in 
the White house her* laat night from 
consumption, after a long Illness. He 
was unconscious ftr several hours be- 
fore the end came and never rallied to 
recognlte his family and friends who 
waited at hit bedside. 


He came here sever*! weeks ago 


for his health, but it was too late fur 
the clitaat* to be of any 
benefit. 


After the arrival of his daughter he 
seemed to rally and never gave up. 
pawing Into unconsciousness with a 
determination not to dl*. 


He expressed the wish that h* 


wanted to be buried in New Tork. 
His body will probably b* sent there. 


Steven Brodt* was born on the 


Bowfry in New Tork city three days 
after his father had b*cn killed in a 
street brmwl. He became a newsboy 
while still of tender age. and be- 
tween editions he practiced jumping 
from ship* and masts Into New Tork 
harbor, earning pennies by his featt. 
In July. 1886. he had lost a fortune 
of over $6,000 on race tracks and ii 
other betting games and was p*ani- 
less. 


Then, with the ccnsent of his wife, 


he jumped from the Brooklyn bridge 
into the East river, 142 feet below, 
earning a large puise and a reputa- 
tion that brought him wealth. He 
became a bridge Jumper, makinr: on: 
leap of 212 feet; politician, and later 
an actor in a play written for him 
called "On the Bowery." 
He was 


known all over the country and al- 
ways signed his name Steve Brodle.
